Prognostications. 


It is a notable and noteworthy fact 


that many of the greatest moral and 
political revolutions •which the world 
has experienced have been preceded or 
accompanied by prognostics of one kind 
or another. 


Lord Bacon's remarks upon this sub- 


ject are -worthy of reproduction and are 
as follows: 
"The sftepherds of the people should 


understand the prognostics of state tem- 
pests. Hollow blasts of wind, seeming- 
ly at Q distance, often precede a storm." 


Instances of prognostication of this 


kind are by no means unknown in his- 
tory. 
Thus Bishop Williams in the reign 


of Charles I clearly foresaw and pre- 
dicted the ultimate triumph of the Pur- 
itan party in England, and having the 
courage of his opinions he abandoned 
the government party and sided there- 
after with the opposition. At the time 
the bishop took this decided step there 
was no outward sign" whatever that 
such an event was imminent or even at 
all probable. 
Dugdale, the antiquary, predicted 


and anticipated .the ruthless destruc- 
tion of ancient monuments in the cathe- 
dral churches which took place in 1641, 
and he made haste, therefore, to com- 
plete his wanderings and labors in tak- 
ing drafts of and copying out. the curi- 
ous inscriptions upon these ancient 
monuments, so, as he himself says, "to 
preserve them for future and better 
times." 


Browning and the Athentenm Clnb. 
Calling upon Robert Browning at 


the Athenseum club, then as now, says 
Colonel Higgenson in The Atlantic, 
the headquarters of intellectual pursuits 
in London and of which it used to be 
said that no man could have any ques- 
tion to ask that he could not find some- 
body to answer, that very afternoon, be- 
tween 6 and 6 o'clock at that club, it 
seemed strange to ask a page to find Mr. 
Browning for me, and it reminded me 
of the time when the little daughter of 
a certain poetess quietly asked at the 
dinner table, between two bites of an 
apple, "Mamma, did I ever see Mr.. 
Shakespeare?" The page spoke to a ra- 
ther short and strongly built man who 
sat in a window and who jumped up 
and grasped my hand, so cordially that 
it might have suggested the remark of 
Mme. Navarro (Mary Anderson) about 
him—made, however, at a later day— 
that he did not seem like a poet, but 
rather "like one of our agreeable south- 
ern gentlemen." He seemed a man of 
every day, of like the typical poet of his 
own "How it strikes a contemporary." 
In all this he was the very antipodes of 
Tennyson. He had a large head of Ger- 
man shape, broadening behind, with 
light and thick gray hair and whitish 
beard and had blue eyes and the most 
kindly heart.

The Philadelphia Becord's calculat- 


ing barber says: "I see that your shoe- 
strings are tied in bowknots. Did you 
ever stop to think how much of the 
string is required to make those useless 
loops? Probably three inches of each end. 
Tie the laces in ordinary knots, and you 
could cut from the pair four pieces, 
each three inches long. There are 
600,000 people 
in this 
city and 


80,000,000 in the United States who 
wear laced shoes. If each of these 
bought three pair of laces a year, that 
would mean 00,000,000 pair, from 
which could be- snipped 860,000,000 
ends. These pieces, placed end to end,, 
would make a continuous shoestring 
17,045 miles long—long enough to 
stretch two-thirds of the way around 
the earth.

1,000 
degrees—that its» bulk is increased' 
about 1,800 times ia passing from n 
state of water to that of vapor, ^u/fl 
ihat all tno rivei-a of the earth are sup- 
plied by its precipitation, 


"What theu becomes of all thecsloric 


which must be given out during the 
condensation 
of this vapor ? 
We 


know that thunder and lightning are 
moat abundant in tropical regions 
and during hot, sultry weather in the 
middle latitudes. 


"Hence we infer 


one another's activity. 


The moisture in the human body 


and on the skin make it in most cir- 
cumstances, a good conductor. Hence 
all electrified subtauoes when freely 
handled are discharged, and good con- 
ductors instantly lose their electricity 
by mere momentary contact in one 
place with the fingers. To this is at- 
tributable the long oversight of many 
cases of electric excitement, 


"when an electrified body is brought 


into contact with an unelectrifled or 
neutral one, there is always, at the 
point of contact, a passage of elec- 
tricity, of such a kind as to bring the 
two points of contact into the same 
electrical state. If one only of the two 
bodies be a good conductor, the estab- 
lishment of similar electricities will be 
very limited in extent and small in 
quantity; but if both be good conduct- 
ors, 
the establishment of identical 


electrical state in the two will be per- 
fect aud immediate. 


"It is imprncti nble to alter the 


electric conditions of tbe eaith by 
pouring into it, from any artificial 
source, electricity of one kind, because, 
as far as is known, the development of 
one kind of electricity is accompunied 
by the duvelopmeut of an equipotent 
of the othar. Both ultimately reach 
the earth, which serves as an inex- 
haustible storehouse, or " common res- 
ervoir," for electricities of both kinds. 
The slight separation and temporary 
isolation of any quantity of electricity 
of OUB kind which we can effect, ia 
quite inadequate to influence appreci- 
ably the general neutrality of the earth 
mass. 


"A good electric conductor is a good 


heat conductor. Light, heat and elec- 
tricity each affect bodies at a distance 
inversely according to the.squares of 
the distance. 
" Light, heat and electricity will 


enter or depart from a rough, much 
more readily than from a smooth 
surface, because a rough surface has 
points on it which are favorable to the 
receiving and the departing of these 
imponderable forces." 


Besides, the opinions ol Dr. Herschel 


uoon this subj°ct are uuphilo°ophical 
and contrai y to known facts. Instead 
of undulating or vibrating, light moves 
in direct lines. Ibis is capable of 
positive proof. The angle of incidence 
and that of reflection are the same. 
Let a stream of light fall upon a mir- 
ror at a particular angle, and it will be 
reflected from the mirror in an exactly 
opposite angle. 


It is a tested and acknowledged fact, 


also, that light will not pasn through a 
)ent tube. But if it moved in undu- 
atioos or vibrations like sound, this 
would not be the case, for sound will 
pass through such u tube. 
L'hese facts 


and arguments, therefore, prove that 
the hypothesis of Dr. Herschel respect- 
ing light IB false and unphilosophical.

Caloric and electricity are the same 


and in his New Theory of Terrestrial 
Magnetism Dr. Metcalf says: 


"It was observed long ago by Dr 


Franklin that masses of vapor in dit 
ferent states of electricity attracted 
each other far beyond what be called 
the striking distance. 


11 It has probably been remarked by 


every person of observation, thtt light 
masses of vapor from the ocean, on 
approaching a mass of cold vapor from 
the northein points of the compass, ap- 
proximate each other with accelerated 
velocity, when the colder current of 
vapor attracts caloric from the warmer, 
and it ia condensed into a hazy mist or 
cloud. 


"This is the rationale of aerial con- 


densations. 
When a cloud is once 


formed, having parted with a portion 
of its caloric, it is minus in relation to 
all uncondensed or taansparent vapor, 
which is plus, so that it becomes a 
center of attraction, drawing to it suc- 
cessive masses of vapor, and abstract- 
ing their caloric, by which a perpetual 
condensation or nimbiflotion is kept 
ap, until an equilibrium is restored. 


"It would seem obvious to tJe most 


superficial observer that caloric is the 
cause of evaporation, inasmuch as the 


that the caloric of 


vapor, when greatly accumulated, is 
given out rapidly, iu the form of elec- 
tricity, on approaching a colder mass 
of Jvapor. which is negatively charged 
with caloric."

Milk and Water. 


Milk is an admirable food, containing 


all the elements of nutrition in a form 
capable Of ready assimilation. Contrary 
to the universal opinion, however, milk 
is not always well adapted to tha use of 
the sick. A very active condition of the 
digestive organs ia required for the 
proper conversion of milk, and the di- 
gestive fluids of the sick do not come up 
to this standard. Moreover, the facility 
with which milk absorbs gases and de- 
velops poisonous ptomaines must be 
borne in mind. It is in this way a ready 
source of infection even when drawn 
from a healthy cow, and there is HttJe 
doubt that much of the milk in use is 
not obtained always from healthy ani- 
mals. Heat is the most satisfactory of all 
sterilizers, and when milk is boiled it is 
probably safe. The boiling also renders 
it more digestible. The first action of 
gastric juice upon raw milk is similar I 
to that produced by heat, but it requires' 
a very active solvent. Water is also a 
familiar source of disease, and all that 
is used for'drinking purposes should be 
previonsly boiled.—New York Ledger.
